October 1973 te provide intellectual stimulus to Agency 
employees through contect with the thinking of scholars, 
officials, and other experts outside the Agency. The pre gran 
is held about six times a year in the CIA auditorium on th- 
second Tuesday of the aonth, from 1509 to 1615. All expleyees 
are invited to the lectures, which are unclassified and cff 
the record, and tickets are also distributed to other ageucies 
ef the Intelligence Community. Since October 1973, there 
have been 46 guest speakers, including Béward Bennett Willians, 
attorney, Willian F. Buckley, suther; Kelly Johuson, father 
of the 02; David Reckefelier, Chairman ef the Beard, chase 
Manhattan Eank; Hernan YWouk, author; and Jack Andersoe:, 
syndicated columnist. The sost recent speaker on 15 lecealer 
1980, was Halcelm Teon, former Ambassador to the Soviet Laion. 


2. Although the program has varied widely in attencence 
and content, we regard it as 2 success. Attendance has ranged 
from 173 to 6090 (an overflow). Average attendance has tea» 
about 300. The presram has been conducted as a voluntary 
activity, with no effert to drua up audiences. Intelliceace
